another, are not getting social 
security benefits? How do they 
register for hospital insurance 
and medical insurance? 

ANSWER. Anyone 65 or over 
who is not now getting monthly 
social secuirty or railroad retire¬ 
ment benefits should visit a so¬ 
cial secuirty office to register for 
the hospital insurance program. 
At the same time he can enroll 
in the voluntary medical insur¬ 
ance plan if he wants this impor¬ 
tant extra protection. Those who 
enroll for the supplemental med¬ 
ical plan will pay a $3 monthly 
premium and the Federal govern¬ 
ment will pay an equal amount. 

A person who is 65 or over on 
Jan. 1, 1966, has only until March 
31 to enroll if he wants to be 
covered by the medical insurance 
plan when it starts in July of 
11966. 

QUESTION. The Social Se- 
curity Administration is now 
sending to more than 15 million 
social security beneficiaries, 65 
or over, enrollment cards for the 
voluntary medical insurance pro¬ 
gram. Just what is involved in 
filling out the enrollment card? 

ANSWER. The procedure is 
not at all difficult. The card is 
small and very easy to fill out. 
Just check the appi'opriate box on 
the card: YES, if you’d like to 
get medical insurance coverage, 
or NO, if you do not want this 


QUESTION. People 65 or over 
•who are getting social secuirty 
and railroad retirement benefits 
will qualify automatically for the 
. new medicare program of hos¬ 
pital insurance, but they will get 
the supplemental medical insur¬ 
ance only if they sign up for it. 
These beneficiaries will get a 
leaflet in the mail containing in¬ 
formation about the program 
and an enrollment card for the 
•supplementary medical insurance 
plan to help pay doctors’ bill's. 
When can they expect to get the 
application card and the leaflet? 

ANSWER. Over 15 million of 
these applications will be mailed 
to the people 65 or over who are 
receiving social secuirty or rail- 
--.ioad retirement benefits. The 
■*inailing began Sept. 1. Over 1 
million leaflets and enrollment 
cards are scheduled to be sent 
out each week, but it will take 
. Jievera] weeks, perhaps until De- 
- cember, to finish the mailing. So 
if you or one of your friends or 
relatives have not yet received 
your enrollment application, don’t 
■worry: It should arrive within 
the next several weeks. 

QUESTION. I understand that 
all social security beneficiaries 
65 or older will get information 
in the mail about the new pro¬ 
gram of health insurance for the 
aged. What about those people 
over 65 who, for one reason or

“Coughing better these days!"| 

Once upon a time that was I 
considered a rather flashing bit 
of wit. But that was in an older, 
simpler day when coughs were 
generally thought of as a natural 
subject of humor. 

Time and improved knowledge 
have changed that. The subject 
of coughing now crops up more 
often in serious medical litera¬ 
ture. “The symptoms include a 
dry cough that lingers ... The 
condition is usually marked by | 
a persistent cough ... A chronic j 
cough is among the prevalent' 
signs ..And so on. 

What are these ailments that 
use persistent coughing as a dan¬ 
ger signal? Some of them are 
thoroughly serious: emphysema, 
chronic bronchitis, asthma, lung 
cancer, TB. And recently Dr. 
Bernhard Steinberg, speaking at 
the annual meeting of the Na¬ 
tional Tuberculosis Association, 
mentioned another disease of the 
breathing system so newly identi¬ 
fied that is doesn’t even have a 
name. It affects the lungs and 
the bronchial tubes, and one of 
its chief symptoms is — you 
guessed it — a chronic cough. 

The question then arises: ex¬ 
actly what and when IS a chronic 
cough?

■The Massachusetts Fisheries 
and Game Board recently voted to 
retain the early opening date for 
seasons on grouse and woodcock, 
after a public hearing at which 
NO ONE offered any opposition. 

The early upland game bird 
season opens on Oct. 10 of each 
year for woodcock and grouse 
only. Prior to 1961, the season on 
these species opened on Oct. 20 
along with pheasants, quail, rab¬ 
bits, hare, squirrel, etc. It ended 
on Nov. 28 for woodcock. 

The original intent of the gun 
ban or "holiday” was to prevent 
pre-season hunting. However, in 
general the gun ban did not prove 
to be successful. This was recog¬ 
nized by the sportsmen who filed 
legislation for its removal. 

Only the naive would say "no” 
pheasants are killed between Oct. 
10 and Oct. 20. Certainly an un¬ 
known quantity are killed, but no 


less would be killed if we rein¬ 
stated-the gun ban. 

' It should be noted that a great 
percentage of stocked pheasants 
at’e released only three to four 
dfeys before Oct. 20. As a result, 
tbese pheasants are exposed to 
the potential poacher for only a 
short period. Further, a check 
with Law Enforcement shows 
oply a few arrests for preseason 
pheasant hunting this year.

BAIT FACTS 

Ask the average resort oper¬ 
ator the best fishing tactics on a 
hot September day, and nine 
chaiice.s out of ten he'll respond, 
bait! 

Despite accusations th.at he's 
prejudiced, and just happens to 
have a supply of bait.for sale, 
his suggestion is right for mo.st 
anglers. 

Bait is frequently the only 
answer in hot weather, contend' 
the authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards. To elaborate on their ob- 
servations, they cite two main 
reasons: 

First, the leisurely nature of 
dunking a minnow cause.s a slow¬ 
down in tlie pace of fishing to a 
degree that most artificial buffs 
cannot endure. But this happens 
to be all the speed a heatwilted 
fl.sh can muster. As one profes¬ 
sional guide advises, "Work it 
slow. About the time it's going so 
Blow it's going backwards, theu 
the fish can keep up." 

Secondly, when fish have to bo. 
teased into engulfing an offering 
dangling before tlielr noses, a 
natural bait has many advan¬ 
tages. A drifting halt can literal¬ 
ly bump across the backs of a 
school of loitering largemouths 
without unduly bothering Oiem. 
But work a deep running plug 
with its frenzied action in the 
same area and the erratic un¬ 
natural pace Is disturbing. 

Before chucking all your plugs 
and rushing down to the nearest 
bait store check around for ad¬ 
vice on which bait is really do¬ 
ing the job. Sometimes you'll 
find fish are snubbing their noses 
at readily available minnows or 
■worms, preferring, instead, sala¬ 
manders, large shiners or other 
less familiar forms. 

If a guide or resort operator 
insists that baits are best, his 
reasons and intentions'are usual¬ 
ly good, assures Mercury. After 
all, his business depends on his 
clients catching fish.
